OOUHTT OULLXUGS. 



[For w«ek ciullm; .luiie 1.] 
This is the flmt in many weeks when 

the temperature fell below the normal. 
The first half was Rlightly warmer than 
the average, but the last few daya were 
cool enough, bringing the average for the 
week about two degreea below the nor- 
mal. The amount of sunahina reoeiveil 
was very near the normal, and waa can* 
erally sufficient for the needs of vafieta* 
tion. The rainfall waa excessive, espec- 
ially in the southern and>restera coun- 
ties, where aeveral stations report 
amounts in excess of three inches, and a 
few four inches or more. In tb« central 
and easti-rn countiea the ezoesawas not 
so marked, tlioiiuh the average is between 
one ami one-lialf and two inches. These 
beavv rains, eonibined with those of the 
two precediTi^r weeks, served to pve May 
a lartre excess, the moiitb elosiin; witli 
an iiverajfe amoiiiit foi tlie State greater 
by one and one-lialf inches than usual. 
Tliis if not, however, snlliiMcnt to ttiUy 
compensate i a the lar^e deticienry 
caused Ijy the drouth conditions of April 
tiid the early pait of the present month. 
( ienerally spt akint;. crops were inniroved 
hy tiie weather ci iiiiiil ions oi the week, 
tboii::li liainap'd in places by the severe 
oca! storms v hich prevAiled in the 
central and western counties diirini; the 
7tii and L'Sth. The wet curidition of the 
soil also jirevenled the iiniscriition of 
farm work. No more rain is needed at 
present, and a perio<l of warm, sunny 
weather would still further improve the 
condition of croji.s irenerally. 

Central Kentucky.— Tlionjfh there is 
considerable complaint of damage to 
crop- from waxhottta and bigh winds, the 
>reueral tone of reports from this sectiou 
of the State would indicate a greatly im- 
jiroved condition of crops, and while the 
rainfall wa« excessive, the amount was 
much less than the general average for 
the western section. Corn is in line 
crindition generally, though the fields are 
becoming aomewhat grassy, and can not 
be worked at present, owing to wetness 
of the soil, wheat has not come up to 
expectations and the outlook for a crop, 
except in a few localities, ia diacouraging. 
The season was most favorable for 
tobacco, and as a rule, the plants are 
making fine growth. Gate, grasses and 
hemp have shown a marked improve- 
ment. Gardens look well as a rule and 
there is less complaint of damage to 
potatoes from bugs than forpfiine time 
past. Apples are still dro(iping from the 
trees, but a lull crop of peaches, pears 
cherries and pliiins seems to be assured 
More rain at present would b« Injarious 
to crops in this section.
